toria’s time there had been very little recog. 
nition of Scotch-bred cattle, south of the 
River Tweed. The Aberdeenshire type oj 
Shorthorn—which differed materially frop 
the English breed, in that it was “beefier’_ 
first broke into the best English Shorthorn 
Society when Deane Willis brought tha 
wonderful lot of Cruickshank heifers fron 
Aberdeen to Bapton Manor, Wiltshire; and 
when Win. Tait, manager for Queen Vj. 
toria, leased for use at Windsor, from Wm, 
Duthie, the celebrated bull Field Marshal, 
These events “broke the ice,” so far as 
Shorthorns were concerned. The use of 
North Country Shorthorn bulls by English 
breeders soon became a common practice, 
However it must be said that there are to 
day many breeders of the “red, white and 
roan” in the English countries who still 
stand by the old English sorts; particularly 
where a milk or dual-purpose type is sought. 


It was not so difficult for John Bull ty 
admit the Scotch Shorthorns into the South. 
ern picture; for they had been originally de- 
rived from English sources. It must 
admitted however by all who understand an 
Englishman’s innate conservatism, that his 
attitude towards an Aberdeen-Angus inve- 
sion would be quite different; in tact mor 
or less antagonistic. And so we find that it 
has only been within a comparatively recett 
period that the black polls gained firm foot: 
ing in English territory. Unquestioned lead- 
ership in their introduction rests with Mr

Hold a Very Successful Meeting at Manhattan, May 7th

Kansas cattlemen crowded the live stock 
pavilion at Kansas State College at Man- 
hattan on Saturday, May 7th, as the results 
of the latest experiments in cattle feeding, 
from which have been developed much new 
and valuable information, were presented at 
the 26th annual Feeder’s Day program of 
the animal husbandry department. High 
points of the talks heard by the visitors in- 
cluded final conclusions in a 12-year test in 
the utilization of grass in fattening cattle, 
which produces around 600 pounds of beef 
gain for oniy 40 bushels of grain; a prelim- 
inary report of a method by which the feed- 
ing value of Atlas sorgo has been improv- 
ed; a test of the preference of calves for 
oats or corn; and a report which indicates 
that sorghums have a decided advantage in 
the state over corn for both forage and 
grain. 

The most satisfactory plan developed in 
the 12-year tests for utilizing blue-stem 
grass in fattening steer calves for market 
consists of wintering the animals well, graz- 
ing them for 90 days on the blue-stem grass 
starting about May 1, and then full-feeding 
for 100 days in the dry lot. This plan was 
explained to the live stock men by Dr. C. W. 
McCampbell, head of the Kansas State ani- 
mal husbandry department, who pointed out 
that this system has proven to yield a max- 
imum gain from a minimum ot grain, pro- 
vides for the utilization of a large amount 
of roughage during the winter, puts the cat- 
tle on the grass when it is most nutritious, 
and puts the fattened steers on the market 
at a time when they have little competition 
from other kinds of grain-finished cattle. 

The results of the tests indicate, Dr. Mc- 
Campbell said, that calves should be fed 4 
to 5 pounds of grain daily during the win- 
ter, if the best results are to be obtained 
under the system. Lots receiving grain dur- 
ing the winter showed a margin of $3 a 
head more than those which were not grain- 
ed. It is also decidedly more profitable to 
full-feed the yearling steers in the dry-lot 
than on blue-stem grass, as those which 
were finished in the dry lot after grazing 
sold for a higher price, and returned $7.50 
more margin than those full-fed on grass. 
Another phase of the test to determine if 
there was any advantage in “tapering off” 
the grain after the cattle went onto the 
grass, proved that the grain ration may be 
abruptly discontinued when the animals go 
to pasture without sacrificing possibilities 
of profit. 

Good silage can be made better by grind- 
ing the grain that goes in it, according to 
a report of a one-year experiment just com- 


pleted by A. D. Weber, Kansas State pro- 
fessor of animal husbandry. In this test a 
lot of 10 calves receiving Atlas sorgo silage 
in which the heads had been ground and 
added to the stover silage, registered a gain 
of 230 pounds in 130 days, as compared 
with a gain of 206 pounds for a similar lot 
in a like period fed on normal silage—that 
is silage in which the whole sorgo plant was 
made into silage without grinding the 
heads. In the same test a lot receiving sil- 
age made from headless Atlas sorgo in- 
creased in weight by only 165 pounds. The 
largest gain in the experiment was produc- 
ed by a special silage, in which Atlas fod- 
der was topped at the silo, 
the stover fed into a silage 
cutter, and the heads put 
through a combination knife 
and hammer mill. The finely 
ground heads and the silage 
were then blown together in- 
to the silo. This type of sil- 
age produced an average 
gain of 244 pounds a head, 
or 19 per cent more than nor- 
mal silage. Professor Weber 
pointed out that in this test 
a ton of stover silage produc- 
ed 73 pounds of gain; a ton 
of normal silage, 91 pounds; 
and a ton of the special sil- 
age, 108 pounds. He caution- 
ed that the additional tests jg, 
will have to be made before joie yo! 
recommendation can be made 
regarding special processing 
methods used in the experi- 
ment. Reporting on a trial in 
which two lots of four steer 
calves were given on oppor- 
tunity to show their preference for oats or 
corn, Professor Weber said that the results 
indicated that calves being fattened for 
market cannot be depended upon to select 
these grains in the proportion that produces 
the best finish. The calves preferred the 
oats to the corn, but experimental results 
indicate that for best results, oats should 
not comprise more than one-third of the 
grain portion of the ration. The right pro- 
portion can be maintained, he said if oats 
is the only grain fed during the first half 
of the feeding period, when the calves are 
being brought to full feed, and if corn is 
then the only grain fed during the second 
half when the calves are larger and being 
crowded on grain. A comparison was made, 
also regarding the value of grinding these 
grains, and the results indicated that there 
is no benefit derived from grinding oats and

ator Simon E. Lantz, and located near Con- 
erville, one of the best known breeding 
Jants in America. Were it not so it would 
i impossible to annually attract such good 
crowds of interested breeder buyers from so 
many sections of the coun- 
try. The annual sale which 
took place at The Dells farm 
on Thursday, April 28th, 
proved no exception to the 
general rule. Although it 
was a rather miserable day, 
there still gathered for the 
occasion a splendid crowd and 
Col. W. H. Cooper, the man 
in the box, was able to quick- 
ly divide the offering at a 
very satisfactory figure, the 
sixty-five head bringing a 
total of $10,952.50, or $1€8.50 
average per head. The twen- 
ty-one bulls, mostly of sum- 
mer and winter yearling 
vintage, made an average of 
$146.20, perhaps not quite 
enough money, but they were 
young. The top was found 
when Blackcap Evolution 53d 
535707, a Lantz Blackcap 
sired by Earl Marshall 27th 
found a new home with Hal 
Royce at Rockville, Indiana, 
at $250.00. His dam carried a 
line to Blackcap Bertram, in 
fact was a granddaughter of the old bull 
and her sire was a grandson of Imp. Earl 
Eric of Ballindalloch. The second top bull 
was Blackcap Evolution 49th, another Lantz 
Blackcap by the same sire and from a dam 
that combines the blood of the great bull 
Enlate and the old McHenry sire Eston of 
Denison, a great bull that Dad has told me 
so much about. This long yearling went to 
E. A. Schloeman, whose Mankato, Minne- 
sota, breeding plant is known the country 
over for the top selling steers, bred, raised 
and fed out at home, and never failing in 
their mission to bring home the “bacon.” 
It’s quite an honor to have such a discrim- 
inating buyer come to one’s sale to purchase 
a new herd bull, for he really knows his cat- 
tle and knows what it takes to produce the 
tops. This bull went cheap, only $185.00. 
There were many other good bulls, among 
them the third high, Dell’s Evolution 27th 
535691, an Evergreen Erica of the famous 
Ballindalloch Elslow strain, whose dam de- 
scends from the great Blackcap Bertram 
whose dam was the same cow that pro- 
duced Blackcap Revolution the Interna- 
tional grand champion son of Earl Marshall. 
His sire Blackcap Revolt M. 8th 439757 is 
line bred to Earl Marshall, being a son of 
Blackcap Revolt and from a dam by _ the 
same sire. This good bull went to L. Raker 
& Son, of Princeton, Illinois, at $175.00 
The fact that the forty four females, a!] 
ages, made an average of $179.15 per head 
shows clearly the favorable position these 
Lantz bred cattle hold with the general 
public, and what’s more the higher female 
average shows clearly which way the wind

Top Bull Brings $165.00; Top Cow Sells for $325.00

rn Illinois Aberdeen-Angus 
— staged their third annual 
ing sale at Sterling. This sale was held 
er Monday, April 25th, under the manage- 
ovnt of Fay W. Crump, of Morrison, who 
ve also managed the other two sales. The 
Northern Illinois Breeders are making fine 
progress with these sales, this year their 
cattle went out over a wide range of terri- 
tory throughout the state of Illinois, several 
head went to Indiana and several 
more went to Iowa. While the av- 
erage price is not high, it still rep- 
resents an increase for the aver- 
age of practically eleven percent 
over last year’s average, which 
means more than the figures would 
indicate. The 1938 offering consist- 
ed of a greater number of young 
cattle, many of them scarcely more 
than calves. When it is considered 
that nearly twenty percent of the 
offering was composed of young- 
sters that sold below $100.00 each 
it will readily be seen what I am 
getting at when I say that the sale 
showed a marked improvement ov- 
er last year’s auction. Another 
year will no doubt bring even bet- 
ter results. The Eline Erica topped 
Elba bull, Elban Ensign 522311, sold by Fay 
W. Crump, and purchased by W. F. Ultch, 
of Sublette, Illinois, topped the bull offering 
at $165.00; and the cash register rang twice 
at $155.00—once when George Forward, of 
Tampico, Illinois, bid that much on the 
Lantz Blackcap bull, Compote’s Blackcap 
Batavia E. 499505, sired by Blackcap Com- 
pote and offered by Harry M. Eddy & Son, 
of Erie; the other time when Wm.

814, she had made a sales ring record and 
she’ll make some more history as Manager 
Geo. Pinney takes her under his wing and 
prepares her for the show arena. No time 
was lost getting started with the remaining 
heifer, two months younger. Sen. George 
Harding of Chicago had been the runnerup 
on the first one through -his representative 
Milton E. Jones, who stayed with the second 
heifer until he was able to claim her for the 
Senator. In this case Dr. Geo. Laughlin 
was the final contender. There was just 
some doubt as to which might be the better 


heifer, however the Missourians came to the 
conclusion that they would stand upon their 
first judgment and thus allow the Senator 
to have one of the tops. 

The sale was off to a great start and the 
splendid young things that followed soid 
rapidly at wonderfully regular and satis- 
factory prices.

ing to be delivered with quite some record, 
a record that will surely include some of 
the coveted highly colored ribbons that will 
be handed out at the big shows this season. 
The bull demand was not so keen, the lads 
had come to hold the prices down, there 
were a lot of them so no one need get ex- 
cited at least early in the sale. It seemed

On Monday, May 2, Maryland breeders 
of Aberdeen-Angus staged the third sale 
at Frederick 

Morning found a sunny day and for the 
show of the sale cattle at ten in the morn- 
ing, a nice crowd had assembled. First was 
the aged bulls, and judging them was Mr. 
George Porteous, late of the St. Albans 
Farms at Pacific Missouri, and recently 
identified with the Dunwalke Farms in New 
Jersey. 

Mr. M. C. Sherman’s bull, Evaxus of Ben- 
nett’s Point won the first class and in the 
younger bulls the Cold Saturday entry, Cold 
Saturday Prince Karamus, a fine son of An- 
delot Prince Quality, senior herd sire of the 
Hackney herd, took the blue ribbon with 
the little Monocacy bred bull, Blueman 
Monoc, a son of Barth standing in second 
place. 

Mr. M. C. Sherman’s bull, Evaxus of Ben- 
nett’s Point Farm won the older bull class 
with Prince Benson of Wickwire, standing 
next to him. The next class of younger bulls 
was headed by Cold Saturday Prince Kara- 
mus a very nice son of Andelot Prince Qual- 
ity, the senior herd sire in the Cold Satur- 
day herd. Next in line was the little Mono- 
cacy bull, Blueman Monoc a son of Barth 
of Glencarnock, and a very typey little bull. 
The grand champion bull was found in the 
Bennett’s Point Farm bull, Evaxus of Ben- 
nett’s Point, who is by Evaxus 29th of Page 
and he by the imported Evaxus of Ballin- 
dalloch. 

There were three classes of females and 
more competition need not be found as a 
more uniform group of cattle in any public 
auction will seldom be found in Maryland 
or elsewhere.

Three sales were covered this week and 
it is only proper that you should read not 
only the reports of three very good sales, 
but that you should also have a story for 
such a fine trip. Over a thousand miles 
were covered in less than six days over some 
very wonderful roads and through some 
very beautiful country. On this trip we saw 
grain being harvested and corn that had 
been cultivated twice, also nearing the sec- 
ond cutting of the alfalfa, while we up in 
Iowa have just finished planting our corn, 
that is if our ground happens to drain and 
dry enough so that the fields can be worked. 

Our starting point, of course, was the 
Journal office. Our bags were packed, that 
is all but the necessary articles that are al- 
ways left behind. All kinds of things were 
thrown into the car at the last moment and 
we were on our way, this time for once, 
with no false starts. We could have gone 
nine miles east and picked up highway 69, 
which goes within two miles of Kershaw’s 
ranch, but we decided to take the oil road 
to Ames and then on 69 to Des Moines, 
where we intended to pick up John Arney, 
but he had all ready left with his sister. 
They expected to attend the sale and then 
drive on into Southern Texas, where they 
planned to visit for a few days. 

Some time was taken up by getting this 
information, and finally around three o’clock 
we pulled away from the city and steered a 
fast course toward Missouri and the town 
of Kansas City. We drove through Leon, 
Iowa, and made the turn where the Missouri 
and Iowa line is right in the center of the 
highway for several miles and we rode 
along a few seconds with Dad in Iowa and 
I in Missouri, this procedure is always fol- 
lowed whenever we travel that road. 

We cut across the corner of Missouri and 
stopped just outside of Kansas City for our 
evening meal, there being many fine places 
to eat along any highway in or near the 
Ozarks, and the food is always very good. 
On we go as soon as the cavity is filled with 
fried chicken and before the clock on the 
dash board turns to eight we are on the 
far side of the town and half our journey is 
behind and half before us. Nearly a hun- 
dred miles or slightly more are travelled in 
Kansas, and as we approach the Oklahoma 
line we run into the first rains of the day, 
and they stayed right with us clear to Mus- 
kogee, sometimes being so heavy that we 
were forced to slow down to less than forty 
miles an hour in order to see the road. A 

few stops were made to take on gas, for we 
desired to keep the tank full after nine 


o’clock as stations in many smaller towns 
are closed and it would be hard to obtain 
gas. One stop was made at Miami at mid- 
night to call Sammy Fullerton and to drink 
a Coca-Cola and then we were off again 
with only a hundred miles between us and 
our beds. 

That last few hours driving were the 
longest of the day and finally we pulled 
into Muskogee and hit the hay as the clock 
struck three on Sunday morning. Up again 
as soon as our eyes were closed, or so it 
seemed to me, and down to the lobby where 
we found several Aberdeen-Angus breeders, 
some we did not know, waiting for break- 
fast. After breakfasting with them a car 
load of us drove out to the ranch. That 
morning Marshall Krotz, Jimmy Hollinger, 
Mr. Leffingwell of Dallas, Dad and myself 
made up the load, and once at the farm we 
met several others who had been there the 
evening before, two of them from Texas, 
Mr. Croft, and a Mr. Brown. As the day 
wore on the cattle were paraded many times 
around the yards and the crowds increased 
during the day until representatives of elev- 
en or twelve states were congregated to see 
the sale cattle. 

The Kershaw Sale. 

Back to town late in the afternoon and 
more breeders registered at the hotel and 
we were visiting with them late into the 
night and then up again at dawn for the 
sale day. This morning we found Secretary 
W. H. Tomhave in the lobby and by the 
time we had eaten breakfast and driven to 
the farm we found that around forty breed- 
ers had already signed the ledger, for Mr. 
Kershaw’s daughter meets every car at the 
gate and you must sign for admittance. In 
this way they know exactly who is at the 
sale and who will need be on the mailing 
lists for the next year’s catalogs. The car 
was parked not far from the pit, where the 
barbecue meat was slowly coming to the 
last finishing touches, and it certainly smell- 
ed good to us, for it was a prime Aberdeen- 
Angus beef. 

The time was spent again in inspection of 
the cattle, and in visiting with breeders 
from various states, who were there in quest 
of good herd sires and to increase their 
foundation herds. Then it was dinner time. 
My last few minutes of visiting had been 
pretty close to the tent, for I knew that the 
line formed nearly where I was standing 
and after the hands had been served we 
were ready for our portions, and they were 
indeed excellent. Sandwiches of bread and 
butter were served and with it all the meat

ou can see by referring to the 
another page that the “wr eli 
scattered and that many of them are new 
breeders, at least new to me, although they 
do all have a few pure bred cattle. The tops 
were bought by older breeders for herd 
sires or for foundation stock to improve 
their present blood lines. The newer men 
were buying in their first auction and they 
purchased some very good cattle for they 
were all in fine sale shape. The average 
was $225 for the entire consignment that 
was catalogued, and Mr. Kershaw sold sey- 
eral head the day before and the day fol- 
lowing the sale and over twenty head not 
cataloged were driven through the ring in 
order that every buyer on the seats would 
have a chance to get an animal. Every buy- 
er was satisfied and from their remarks we 
knew that the business of growing pure 
bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle was indeed on 
the upward trend for some time. Then too 
the buyers from the Western part of the 
state were not present, for the rain, it 
seems, had made many roads impassable s0 
that many of those breeders, who had pur- 
chased in every other Kershaw sale were 
held away. The tent, a large one the siz 
that was used last year, was packed to ca 
pacity. The crowd was very appreciative 
and quiet during the entire offering. 

Late that evening we returned to the ho- 
tel and waited until morning when we were 
joined by Secretary Tomhave to start back 
for Iowa for the next two sales, for we ex 
pected to make several stops. We stopped 
to see the Fullerton herd at Miami, where 
we stayed until nearly noon and then drove 
on up to Kansas City where we saw the 
Schmidt steers—two hundred and some o 
them in the feed lots. Here we visited with 
Grover Moritz, who was a breeder at Car- 
rollton, Missouri, before he took over the 
feeding of the Tarkio steers. We left the 
farm just shortly before supper and again 
stopped for supper at nearly the same place 
where we ate our evening meal the Satur 
day before. We had intended to make set-

It was difficult to discern whether 
greatest interest centered round about the 
bulls or the great lot of females that had 
been catalogued. The heavy rains prevent- 
ed many from the South and Southwest 
reaching the sale at all. Nevertheless the 
big top was crowded when Col. Ed. Herriff 
called the crowd to order. Col. Roy Johnson 
served as relief man on the 
block. Prior to the sale Mr. 
Kershaw had sold many cat- 
tle privately, and following 
the sale of the catalogued 
animals he just kept driving 
the young bulls and _ heifers 
into the ring until darkness 
stopped the auction. Follow- 
ing this the lights were turn- 
ed on in the barn and other 
high class bull calves and 
some females were sold priv- 
ately. In fact a pair of these 
young bulls sold at better 
than $500.00 each. The yards 
were still filled with young 
bulls and heifers and the sale 
continued the next morning, 
by private treaty, until all 
were satisfied. When the 
grand total was run it show- 
ed that Mr. Kershaw had sold 
more than $22,000.00 worth 
of cattle on this occasion.

°39. It reviews Mercer County Aberdeen-An- 
gus as seen by an outsider in no way con- 
nected with the Mercer County Aberdeen- 
"8 Breeders Association.—Hugh MeWhor- 
ter. 


In Northwestern Illinois there is a county 
which has become nationally famous for the 
production of really high class Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle. These men select their herd 
sires and foundation cows for the high qual- 
ity of their ancestry and for popular and 
useful bloodlines. First of all, however, 
they demand that their foundation animals 
be of the deep-bodied, short-legged, straight- 
lined, wide, smooth, compact, thickly-fleshed 
kind, with good typey heads, full deep 
rounds, and good quality. Their cattle feed 
out well, and do extremely well in the breed- 
ing pen, the showing, and in the market. 
Mercer county has no place for the light- 
boned, upstanding, shallow-bodied sort with 
narrow backs, light rough fleshing, and long 
plain heads. This group of 
breeders does not exhibit, 
very much in the classes for | 
breeding stock. They show 
their produce in the most 
practical of all tests, in the 
fat steer shows, the carload 
lots, and the carcass classes. 
If we go back to the very 
first, Lucy’s Prince, the 
Grand Champion bull of the 
1903 and 1904 Internation- 
als, was bred and sold from 
the oldest herd in the coun- 
ty. But we were to speak 
of the fat steer classes par- 
ticularly in the 4-H club 
show at the Chicago Inter- 
national. In 1915 and again 
in 1917 the Grand Champion 
4-H club steer was shown 
by a Mercer County boy. 
He is farming and feeding 
cattle now in partnership 


with his father. 

Grand Champion in 1925—A few years 
passed by till 1925, when Mercer County 
won the coveted cup emblematic of the « 
Grand Champion 4-H club steer again. An 
eleven-year-old girl took a calf whose dam 
had died three months after giving birth to 
the calf, and fed it to the championship. 
This steer was of the same deep, smooth, 
thickly-fleshed kind that is still winning to- 
day. Again in 1926, the 4-H Grand Cham- 
pionship was won with a typey, low-set 
steer shown by an eleven-year-old boy en- 
rolled in his first year in club work. 

Then they waited till 1931 when they had 
the Grand Championship and the Reserve 
Championship in the 4-H show. This was 
and still is the first time two brothers joint- 
ly accomplished this feat. In 1932 the cham-

ing winners were mentioned. 

Carcass Classes—Last in order but not 
in importance are the winnings In the car- 
ass classes at the Chicago international. 
These winners in the “court of last resort 
were all shown by 4-H club boys and girls. 
In 1931, in 1932, in 1933, and again in 1934, 


Mercer County carcasses won the Reserve 
Grand Champion carcass. In 1935 both the 
Grand Championship and the Reserve Grand 
Champion were won. At the recent 1937 
International the carcass Grand Champion- 
ship was won again. This winner won first 
in class at the Illinois State Fair, and was 
sixth in class at the Mercer County fair; 
but he came back to win the final approval 
of the judges for the Grand Championship. 

All these prizes have been in inter-breed 
competition. These winnings prove that 
Mercer County cattlemen breed the right 
kind, and that the cattle feed out. This is 
an especially good record in view of the fact 
that all of the single steer and carcass win- 
nings were with 4-H club calves. So Mer- 
cer County can rightly be called the “Aber- 
deen Shire of America.” 


When the Wheels Go 


it was late and getting dark so we decided 
to push right on to Knoxville, Iowa, the 
scene of the next day’s sale. 


The Marion County Sale. 

We arrived at nearly midnight and got 
right to bed, and up again and out to the 
Fair Grounds, where Walter Brown, the 
county agent, and a live wire too, had been 
busying himself in getting up some banners 
and awards that their county had won in 
the past. The cattle were in about the best 
shape of any cattle offered this year. Very 
few of them were sold outside of the state, 
and many of the offering stayed right in 
that county, for they are starting several 
new breeders and now have over thirty 
members in their county Aberdeen-Angus 
Association. 

The sale started right at one o’clock, the 
cattle being accepted by all and a great sale 
was held, at least it was a very good sale 
for a starter, and on another page is the 
report of this first Marion County sale ever 
to be held by the Aberdeen-Angus breeders 
of that county. The big event of the day 
before the sale actually started was the 
speeches, one by Secretary Tomhave and the 
other by the Governor of Iowa, Nels Kras- 
chel. The small pavilion had been revamp- 
ed to hold more people and the crowd cer- 
tainly did fill the space to overflowing. The 
one thing that I noticed and mentioned to 
anyone in particular was that in lowa the 
sales are always a little noisy. Nowhere 
else have I noticed this. It was explained by 
the auctioneer that this noise is created by 
the men visiting as they do not get a chance 
to talk at home. This is true in one respect, 
for it is the men who are visiting, the 
women always seem to be able to keep quiet 
and give the buyers a chance to hear the 
auctioneer. This is not ringside noise but 
is always coming from the fringes of the 
crowd who cannot see well enough to re- 
main interested so they just seem to take 
it for granted that their conversation will 
not bother. Please in the future see that 
your neighbors do not spend their time talk- 
ing to you. Remember how you yourseif 
would feel if they came to your sale and 
caused such commotion. 

That evening we drove over to Iowa City, 
stopping on the way to visit the Elliott and 
John Brown herd of cattle. Here we found 
many of the breeders from Mercer County 
on the same mission. Then on to Sigourney 
where thirteen of us had a steak dinner in 
a small cafe, The East Side Cafe, and let 
me tell you that their prime steak is indeed 
a good meal. I have eaten there several 
times before. Of course two of the men, 
not exactly superstitious, but believing in 
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Reund eoncluded from 
page 12 
bad luck would not eat at our table but sat in 
a booth by themselves in order to ward oif 
the evil influence of the thirteen cinners. 

In the morning we went out for breakfast 
and met Ed. Davis, who was busy as usual 
in showing his cattle, fat as butter, to the 
breeders, who stayed at lowa City that 
night. We did not go to his place but drove 
down to see Meredith Maas and his brother 
who have nearly a hundred head just south 
of Iowa City. Here we again met the Mer- 
cer County delegates who were busy in- 
specting not only the herd of cattle but 
some of the brooders and shelters built for 
the turkey industry. This is a great sight 
and they told us that the hatchery had con- 
tracted to hatch some 540,000 turkey eggs 
for this year’s turkey growers, and all of 
these were right in that territory around 
south of Iowa City. The Maas cattle are 
as well bred a bunch as one can find, for 
when he first started in the Aberdeen-An- 
gus business many of his foundation cattle 
were some very high priced ones from the 
Davis herd. We left Meredith’s and drove 
over to Holbrook, stopping on the way to 
see 3,900 turkeys that Meredith is raising 
this season and could not help but be im- 
pressed by the cleanness of the brooder 
houses and the most modern equipment that 
could be found used to care for these birds 
—pressure waterers and automatic stoves 
for this large a brooder house, housing it- 
self these nearly 4000 birds, until they are 
ready for pasturing. 


The Iowa County Sale. 

When we arrived at Holbrook it was near- 
ly ten o’clock and a goodly crowd was al- 
ready swarming around the barns and the 
cattle. Lunch was served at the hall just 
a short ways from the farm and we amus- 
ed ourselves for a short time by wiring 
Morfords electric fence apparatus onto the 
sale ring proper and watching the men, who 
handled his neck chains, that are always 
hanging on the fence, jump and drop the 
chains. Some would really twitch and the 
others would act as though they did not get 
any shock and they would all take a seat 
and wait for the next fellow to get shocked. 
This was all right until L. R. returned from 
lunch and placed the wire in its proper place 
and we were deprived of our source of 
amusement. 

What a crowd we had for this offering, 
the tent was packed, every seat was taken 
and the men were crowded up at both ends 
of the tent to see the sale begin, I thought 
that after the first few head had been sold 
that the crowd would start to thin out, as 
is the case usually, but whenever one man 
left two seemed to come, so that seats were 


at a premium until the very last animal 
was sold. This sale was very good, maybe 
a few more low spots that appear in all auc- 
tions, but all in all it was a successful sale 
and the breeders were much pleased with 
the results. 

Sale over and we left a trifle earlier than 
usual for Secretary Tomhave wished to 
catch a train for Chicago, and we drove to 
Williamsburg with Tom Sherlock also rid- 
ing along, for he had left his car there for 
some minor repairs, or so he hoped. We 
parted with the two Toms, for Sherlock was 
taking Tomhave to Iowa City to catch the 
train and we came on home arriving shortly 
before nine that evening. We had been 
away from home exactly 122 hours, had 
driven over 1,400 miles, attended three auc- 
tion sales, and visited three herds of breed- 
ing cattle and one bunch of steers. This 
just goes to show you how little time it 
takes to get around and really visit. Try 
this trip yourself next year. Not much 
sleep can be had, but good clean fun and real 
enjoyment for all, in conjunction with a 
most liberal education.
